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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest a hitch device for attaching farm 
implements to a tractor comprising two lift arms, an actuating cylinder for each lift arm having 
an output rod defining two chambers inside each actuating cylinder, wherein the circuit for 
feeding a fluid to and fi-om each of said chambers comprises four independent valves, wherein 
each said valve is a proportional electromagnetic valve, and wherein said actuating cylinder has a 
first detecting device for detecting a fluid pressure inside each of said chambers to determine a 
force exerted, in use, on said output rod; electronic control means being provided to selectively 
control said valves as a fimction of a signal from said first detecting device, as specifically called 
for in the overall claimed combination in claim 1.
